(Oswestry) Sport”. 

The search for an anthem 
to open the Games has also 
been launched.

The race, which last year 
had a stage in Newtown, will 
this year come to Welshpool, 
organisers revealed. 

Welshpool town clerk 
Robert Robinson said: “We 
have only just found out so 
we haven’t got anything spe¬ 
cific planned to celebrate it. 

“The cyclists will go 
around the one-way system 
which will be interesting 
and we hope to do the race 
justice as Newtown did last 
year.” 

Mr Robinson said a date 
for the stage had not yet 
been confirmed other than it 
would be in September.

GRID PROTEST: 
IT'S MADNESS

THE BIGGEST public meeting to date against plans for a new power 
line and sub-station across Oswestry and the borders was being told 
last night: “It’s madness”. 

And Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies was telling up to 2,000 protesters gathering to 
oppose the plans that they must be prepared to fight to the bitter end. The huge crowd was 
expected at last night’s meeting in Welshpool against National Grid plans for an electric¬ 
ity sub-station and power line to take windfarm power from Mid Wales to the National Grid 
in Shropshire. Mr Davies, who called the meeting, said he would call on protesters to march 


on the Welsh Assembly. 

“I have been absolutely 
overwhelmed at the 
strength of feeling against 
this horrific plan,” said Mr 
Davies. “This has turned 
into something massive.” 

He said he would urge 
opponents to take their 
fight to Cardiff to protest at 
the Senedd where the 
National Assembly Govern¬ 
ment will decide on the loca¬ 
tion of the sub-station. 

Options 

National Grid wants to 
create a 20-acre sub-station 
at either Cefn Coch or Aber- 
mule to collect electricity 
generated by wind farms 
and has also announced sev¬ 
eral options for the power 
line route to take the elec¬ 
tricity out of Mid Wales 
towards Oswestry. 

It says its infrastructure 
needs upgrading to cope 
with the number of new 
wind farms being built in the 
area. 

Mr Davies branded the

proposal as “madness” and 
urged the public to “fight the 
plans to the bitter end”. 

He added: “Mid Wales is 
being dumped on and the 
people are angry and do not 
want what they love to be 
destroyed in an exercise of 
pointlessness. 

“The plan is that the con¬ 
sultation period will end in 
early summer and the cruel, 
fateful axe will fall in Sep¬ 
tember, announcing which 


valley, in what is the most 
beautiful landscape of the 
UK, will be desecrated for¬ 
ever. 

“It’s all madness of 
course. The same sort of 
unseeing madness which 
created the much-lauded 
tower blocks and coniferous 
forests of the 1960s. Let’s 
hope that this blindness can 
be cured.” 

Mr Davies also urged cam¬ 
paigners to avoid in-fighting 
and work together to oppose 
the plans. 

He said: “When I’m asked 
where the sub-station 
should go, my answer is 
nowhere. We must fight it to 
the bitter end, hoping that 
common sense will prevail. 
Abermule is a thriving com¬ 
munity. The Vyrnwy Valley 
is one of the most beautiful 
in Britain. 

“If this abomination goes 
ahead, the National Assem¬ 
bly for Wales will never be 
forgiven.”

Councillor 
quits post 
over anger 
about rules 

A PARISH COUNCILLOR 
has resigned from her post 
claiming rules have 
restricted her from con¬ 
tributing to the village it 
covers. 

Glynnis Carr’s resigna¬ 
tion from West Felton 
Parish Council is the latest 
in a series of problems the 
authority has faced in 
recent months. 

Mrs Carr has sent a letter 
of resignation to council 
chairman David Curtis, in 
which she said she felt that 
issues surrounding the 
authority meant she could 
not continue as a councillor. 

She today said: “My 
apologies to the members of 
the public. I know the people 
in the village would love a 
bowling green and allot¬ 
ments and I wanted to move 
that forward. It is a shame.” 

Mrs Carr said she felt she 
was “getting talked over” 
when she was on the council 
and said: “I can’t be a coun¬ 
cillor as the rules say”. 

In a letter to Mrs Carr 
Councillor Curtis said the 
council had been “on the 
brink of being disbanded” as 
a result of issues with 
clerks - a number of whom 
had resigned. 

He wrote: “We have 
struggled through this diffi¬ 
cult time largely through 
the goodwill of an acting 
councillor who in his limited 
spare time has covered the 
essentials as acting parish 
clerk to allow the council to 
function. 

“With a leaning towards 
common sense and a need to 
drastically reduce unneces¬ 
sary bureaucracy, the coun¬ 
cil has followed practices, 
basing decisions upon a sim¬ 
ple majority system which 
has been endorsed by The 
National Association of 
Local Councils.” 

Road on way 
to completion 

A NEW roundabout opened 
this week as Four Crosses 
bypass between Oswestry 
and Welshpool neared com¬ 
pletion. 

Campaigners say the 
bypass will improve road 
safety and journey times 
around the village and the 
Welsh Assembly said an 
announcement on its open¬ 
ing would be made following 
the Assembly elections in 
May.

His mother, Jean Lloyd, discovered the 
tiny egg in the hen house at her home along¬ 
side the usual large eggs and the smaller 
bantams’ eggs her hens lay. 

The pair said they were sure it was not a 
wild bird’s egg but felt it was an egg-cellent 
early Easter present from one of the flock. 


Mr Jones said: “My mum went out to feed 
and clean out the hens at the weekend and 
found this by the side of the corn trough. 
She’s been keeping hens for the last three 
years and has never seen anything like it. ” 
The hens’ usual offerings are large brown 
eggs and smaller bantam-sized white eggs 
from her bunch of about a dozen hens that 
include Silkies. But this latest offering is by 
far the smallest they’ve ever collected. 

“I don’t know if anybody else has ever 
seen a hen’s egg this small but if they have, 
I’d really like to know,” Mr Jones added. 


Stall rent 
rise leads 
to plans 
by chief 

MARKET TRADERS may 
be about to get help coping 
with increased rent for their 
stalls at Oswestry. 

The town’s markets man¬ 
ager says that he is consider¬ 
ing various incentives to 
help regular stallholders in 
an effort to balance the need 
for a rent rise with the cur¬ 
rent economic climate. 

At the beginning of April 
Oswestry Town Council 
raised the weekly rent for a 
stall by three per cent, the 
first rise for two years. 

But David Clough said 
this had brought an adverse 
reaction from market 
traders. 

“They feel the current 
poor economic situation 
does not warrant it and they 
also argue that the increased 
costs in fuel duty have added 
dramatically to their 
increasing overheads in 
recent years.” 

He said he hoped to take a 
report to the next meeting of 
Oswestry Town Council’s 
markets and car parks meet¬ 
ing after looking at the 
charges for the outdoor mar¬ 
ket. 

“We may have become 
uncompetitive in our rent 
charges compared to other 
markets,” he said. 

He added that he would be 
looking into the possibility 
of introducing a seasonal 
sliding scale with an off- 
peak incentive and other ini¬ 
tiatives to encourage 
consistent visits from the 
market traders.

Anger over size of venue 
for supermarket meeting 


A ROW ERUPTED this week over the latest twist in the long-running 
Oswestry supermarket saga. Plans for the new supermarket on the 
Smithfield Livestock site are to go back to Shropshire Council’s 
strategic planning committee to “refine” some of the wording. 

The changes involve the wording of the section 106 agreement - a planning obligation 
given by the applicants. 

The meeting will take place in the Shropshire Council Chamber, in Castle View, Oswes¬ 
try, at 2pm on April 28. But campaigners say that the venue is not big enough and claim 
the council is effectively blocking people from having their say. 

The council says it is happy with the 
venue and it would cause more disruption to 
change it at the last minute. 

Campaign group Oswestry 21 has written 
to the unitary council on behalf of the 
Oswestry Coalition calling for the meeting 
to be held at a different site. 

In a letter, a spokesman for the group 
said: “We understand that there is still con¬ 
siderable public interest in this matter. 

“We are concerned therefore at the choice 
of venue, which given the level of public 
interest, is inappropriately small.” 

The letter suggests moving the meeting to 
the church in Cabin Lane or East Oswestry 
Community Centre. 

Unreasonable 

In reply, via letter, a unitary council offi¬ 
cer said due to the timescale it was “not pos¬ 
sible to look at a new venue and ensure that 
it meets the criteria required for a commit¬ 
tee meeting”. 

But Os21 spokeswoman Jessie Miller, 
said: “We feel this is totally unreasonable 
and amounts to the public being prevented 
from attending. 

“The previous three meetings of the 
strategic planning committee have 
attracted good crowds. 

“Meetings are open to the public. It seems 
strange to me that there is not plenty of 
space.” 

When members of the planning commit¬ 
tee granted permission for the Smithfield 
application it was on the basis that a shuttle 
bus be provided from the town centre to the 
site. 

The committee will be discussing the 106 
agreement wording of the permission which 
was granted. 

Miss Miller said this was an “important 
step” and that people want to “secure the 
best possibility for the town centre”. 

Tim Rogers, the principal planner at 
Shropshire Council, said: “We have recently 
been contacted by Os21 with regards to the 
meeting venue and listened to their con¬ 
cerns. 

“However as we have not been alerted to 
any significant wider public interest in the 
wording of the Section 106 obligation we 
feel that it is in the best interests of all to 
retain the venue, taking into account the 
difficulties of finding another suitable 
venue at short notice, the costs involved 
and, disruption to those planning to come 
along to Castle View.”

Gold run for

Time for 
repaired 
clock to 
come back 


AN HISTORIC Oswestry 
clock has been restored 
three years after it stopped 
working. 

The clock has been in one 
of the main streets since the 
1800s after it was presented 
to Oswestrian John Askew- 
Roberts who was a Justice of 
the Peace. 

The clock was installed on 
the wall of the former post 
office, now Prezzo restau¬ 
rant, and the work to get it 
working again cost the coun¬ 
cil £6,000. 

Glenys Davies, facilities 
manager for the council, 
said: “There was a lot of 
interest from people about 
getting it going again.” 

Oswestry Town Mayor 
Elaine Channon said: “I 
think a lot of people will be 
very pleased it is working 
again. We have had a lot of 
comments about it. It has 
taken a while to be fixed. 

“The clock in the main 
street is very important 
because not everyone wears 
a watch. It is quite impor¬ 
tant to have a working clock 
in the town centre and it has 
history to it so it is nice to 
keep the heritage in the 
town.” 

The clock was taken away 
from Church Street for a 
couple of months while it 
was being repaired by 
Smiths of Derby. 

It took between two and 
three years for the town 
council to get the clock 
repaired because of access 
issues and legal issues. 

The clock has now been 
digitalised so it no longer 
needs to be wound up.

Drivers told 'honeymoon 
over' on one-way system

MOTORISTS DELIBERATELY flouting Welsh¬ 
pool’s new one-way system were this week 
warned: The honeymoon is over. 

Town clerk Robert Robinson warned police would now be 
taking tough action against drivers ignoring the new sys¬ 
tem. 

His comments came as Powys County Council carried out 
a safety audit a month after the launch of the new routes. 

Mr Robinson condemned motorists who are openly ignor¬ 
ing the new traffic system. 

“There are still some genuine mistakes happening out 
there but you won’t convince me that some are not pur¬ 
posely driving in the wrong direction,” he said. 

“People are deliberately ignoring the one-way signs and 
many are also driving too fast. But they will be caught and 
prosecuted. The honeymoon period is over and the police 
will be acting now.” 

The safety audit coincides with a visit by Siemens Mobil¬ 
ity Traffic Solutions, the company responsible for the traf¬ 
fic light system. 

A Powys County Council spokesman said: “A road safety 
audit took place on Wednesday on behalf of the county coun¬ 
cil looking at the operation of the new one-way system. 

Safety 

“The work was carried out by an independent team who 
looked at all aspects of the scheme, signs, road markings, 
pedestrian and traffic flow, both during day and night time 
operation. The team then report findings and any safety 
improvements to the county council.” 

Siemens will be in town to check how effectively the new 
traffic lights are controlling traffic flow following the intro¬ 
duction of the new road structure. 

Mr Robinson said he was convinced that there was a clear 
improvement last weekend following the chaotic scenes a 
week earlier. 

“The new signs for Dolgellau are now in place and made 
a significant impact last weekend. 

“Easter will be the big test and only time will tell how effi¬ 
cient the system is but I am convinced that what we have is 
better than imposing three sets of traffic lights on the town, 
which was an alternative.” 

The town council is still dealing with any issues identified 
by members of the public and will continue to forward any 
complaints to the engineers. 

Mr Robinson chaired the last weekly meeting of involved 
organisations on Tuesday. He added: “The meetings have 
been extremely valuable and very constructive.”

Residents to join forces 
against power line plans

IT’S PEOPLE POWER against wind power. That’s the battle cry from 
Llanfair Caereinion after residents vowed to fight National Grid plans 
for a massive substation and power line near to their homes. 

Objectors packed a meeting to hear the proposals on Monday night and went away vow¬ 
ing to fight the scheme. The plans include a 20-acre substation to be built at either Cefn 
Coch, near Llanfair, or at Abermule. 

County Councillor Viola Evans highlighted the impact on the community if the 14 plan¬ 
ning applications were granted. Alison Davies and Lance Mytton then gave a visual pre¬ 
sentation with detailed facts and figures on behalf of Conservation of Upland Powys. 

All four prospective Assembly candidates 
then spoke before Glyn Davies MP com¬ 
pleted the presentations. 

There was a show of hands against the 
plans and the resolution was to join up with 
all other affected communities to form a for¬ 
midable action group. 

“This is people power against wind 
power,” said Llanfair Town Clerk Ivernia 
Watkins. 


Motorists 
face fines 


DRIVERS WHO are using an access-only 
street as a short cut in St Martins face a 
police fine, following complaints from resi¬ 
dents. 

Kimberley Lane, in St Martins, is clearly 
marked “Access Only”, meaning only those 
living at or visiting houses along it can use 
the road. 

But police say that there is an ongoing 
problem with motorists using the street as a 
short cut. 

Constable Bev Smith, who is the local 
policing officer for the area, said the drivers 
were breaking the law and using it to cut 
through from Overton Road to Ellesmere 
Road. 

“Residents along the street have recently 
raised the issue with me and I will be taking 
action to deal with those drivers choosing to 
ignore the road signs,” she said. 

Anyone who is found using the street for 
anything other than for access to the prop¬ 
erties there will receive an on-the-spot fine 
of £30.” 

She added: “It is a problem which has 
apparently been going on for years. 

“The people living down there are under¬ 
standably getting tired of it.” 


Worrying 


But in Forden worried residents fear 
there is no escape for their village. 

Dozens of villagers went to the exhibition 
in Forden but some feared no matter where 
the substation is located pylons will be built 
through the village carrying power from 
wind farms. 

Marjorie Johnson, from the village, said: 
“From what I understand the pylons will be 
on either one side of the village or the other 
and there will be no escape. 

“It is terribly worrying as it will com¬ 
pletely ruin our beautiful countryside. 
There was a fabulous turnout against the 
plans in the village last week and I don’t 
think we’ll go down without a fight.” 

But Roger Williamson said he feared 
there was little they could do to stop pylons 
from being built. “They’ve already made 
their minds up and they will be coming no 
matter what,” he said. 

The National Grid is holding consulta¬ 
tion events across the region to find a poten¬ 
tial route for a 400,000-volt cable, using 
46-metre high pylons or by routing the 
wires underground, to bring wind farm 
power to the national grid infrastructure.

UNEMPLOYMENT, AND in 
particular youth unemploy¬ 
ment, is a problem all over the 
country. 

There’s no dressing it up, there’s no 
skirting around the issue, it’s a simple 
truth which is nagging at the back of 
the national consciousness all the time. 

The number of people aged between 
16 and 24 who were out of work hit 
963,000 in the three months to Febru¬ 
ary - 12,000 more than in the previous 
quarter - forcing Britain’s youth unem¬ 
ployment rate up to 20.4 per cent. 

As public sector cuts begin to bite, it’s 
an inevitable worry that times are only 
going to get harder, and every part of 
Shropshire, including Oswestry, is 
wrapped up in the same issues. 

Such is the battle that Nigel Parry 
and his team face every day. 

He and his team at the County Train¬ 
ing base in Oswestry are currently 
working with about 130 people to try to 
get them into work, and it’s a figure 
which depends on a constantly chang¬ 
ing group of people. 

The council-run programme helps 
young people, and some adults, to gain 
the qualifications to get them back into 
work. 

Mr Parry said: “I have noticed that 
the quality of candidates applying for 
jobs and training at the moment is a lot 
higher than it has been in recent years, 
and I think the reason for that is that 
some students who might normally 
have gravitated towards university are 
now thinking twice about the costs of 
doing that. 

“As a result we have seen some good 
candidates coming through the system, 
and that’s actually quite a worry, hav¬ 
ing such a large number of young peo¬ 
ple chasing employment. 

“There’s a huge amount of interest 
in some areas from a variety of differ- 


not even left school and are thinking 
ahead to when they do leave in a couple 
of months to people in their late teens 
and early 20s who are already in 
employment. 

“They see the big advantage of get¬ 
ting a nationally recognised qualifica¬ 
tion, in that it puts them in a better 
position in the jobs market.” 

Support 

County Training’s Victoria Centre, 
in Victoria Road, provides services to 
residents living across Oswestry and 
the surrounding area. 

This includes job search support for 
adults looking to gain employment, 
short IT courses, “Skill Up” - a foun¬ 
dation learning programme for 16 to 
18-year-olds and also provides a base 
for those doing apprenticeships and 
other work-based training pro¬ 
grammes. The centre has various class¬ 


rooms, IT suites and meeting rooms for 
one-to-one discussions. 

But It’s not just young people who are 
hoping to get a foot in the door of a new 
career who come through the training 
organisation’s offices. 

Mr Parry added: “We have ladies in 
their 50s who are doing apprenticeships 
in health and social care at level 3, who 
see it as a way of getting recognition for 
the work they can do, and it prepares 
them for if anything does happen to 
their job situation further down the 
line, so they have got something under 
their belt. 

“There’s a lot of concern about at the 
moment. We are interviewing people 
almost on a daily basis who are out of 
work. Mind, some employers give you a 
different story. They took a hit in 2008- 
2009, but things are beginning to pick 
up nicely for them now in the engineer¬ 
ing sector, and that seems to be improv¬ 
ing things.”

Speak out against pylons 


READERS WILL be aware of the 
National Grid’s consultation on the 
route of power lines to link wind farms 
in Mid Wales to the grid in Shropshire. 

Several alternatives are offered and 
visitors to National Grid’s exhibitions 
are invited to express their preference. 

This is a highly divisive exercise, 
since it pits different parts of the 
county against other. 

No-one wants the pylons near where 
they live. 

The justification for new power lines 
lies in the proposals for more wind 
farms across the face of Mid Wales. If 
these were refused planning consent, 


there would be no need for inflicting 
power lines on our county, blighting 
the landscape and harming our quality 
of life and possibly also our health. 

A change of policy is needed. 

It is known that wind turbines are 
inefficient, as they yield only 25 to 30 
per cent of their installed capacity. 
When the wind drops or is too strong, 
they produce nothing and so require 
back-up from conventional power. 

They are expensive and their instal¬ 
lation often disturbs blanket peat bogs, 
which releases C02, defeating the pur¬ 
pose for which they are intended. 

So anyone concerned about the 


impact of more power lines on Shrop¬ 
shire should join the growing number 
of those who understand the futility of 
the present reliance on wind. 

It is not sufficient to tick boxes on a 
computer-read form put out to justify 
power lines, the decision for which may 
already have been taken. 

You should write to National Grid to 
express your view at Freepost, 
National Grid, Mid W Connection, 
even if you have already been to a con¬ 
sultation meeting and ticked boxes.

Cow with 
TB had its 
ID switched

A FARMER WHO substituted a cow which had 
tested positive for TB by swapping its ear tags 
with another animal has pleaded guilty to six 
specimen charges. 

Emrys Jones Evans, a partner in the business IG and 
GM Evans, of Pendugwum Farm, Llanfihangel, near 
Oswestry, will now be sentenced by Mold Crown Court on 
May 12. 

He pleaded guilty to six specimen charges at Welshpool 
magistrates and asked for another 21 charges to be taken 
into consideration under the Fraud Act, Cattle Identifica¬ 
tion Regulations and Tuberculosis Regulations. 

The prosecution, led by Powys County Council’s Trading 
Standards Service, follows on from a complex investigation 
into farming at the north Powys farm in May 2010. 
Infected 

Matters came to light when it was alleged that a pedigree 
Holstein milking cow, identified as being infected with 
bovine TB during a test conducted by the Animal Health 
Agency, had its identity swapped for another animal prior 
to its compulsory slaughter. 

An officer who had attended the valuation of the pedigree 
animal examined the slaughtered animal and was suspi¬ 
cious about its appearance. 

Trading standards staff, accompanied by Environmental 
Health and Animal Health Officers, and Dyfed Powys Police 
exercised a warrant at the farm on May 28 and during the 
search found the original TB reactor animal within the herd 
on the farm. 

The animal had a new identity - its ear tags having been 
swapped - and it was immediately isolated and slaughtered 
that evening. 

Milk from the farm was also destroyed as a precautionary 
measure. 

A full investigation commenced which led to Evans plead¬ 
ing guilty to offences including interfering with ear tags of 
cattle; moving an inconclusive TB Reactor off the farm in 
May 2010 without the authority of a licence; failing to pre¬ 
sent all animals for a TB test; presenting animals at a valu¬ 
ation which were animals other than their true identity and 
fraudulently trying to pass off an animal as a reactor when 
it was not.

More arrests will follow, 
say police after drug raid

POLICE SAY they will step up their fight against illegal drugs in the 
Oswestry area following a series of raids last week. Twelve people 
were arrested during a major drugs operation involving more than 100 
police officers. 

Operation Bubble — carried out by West Mercia Police — was targeted at cracking down 
on Oswestry’s growing problem with the recreational drug GHB. 

Search warrants were carried out at 
seven homes in Oswestry and one at West- 
bury, near Shrewsbury. Nine men and 
three women were arrested on suspicion of 
possessing drugs or possession with intent 
to supply. All have been released on bail. 

And the head of Shropshire CID this 
week warned that that more arrests would 
follow. 

Influence 

Detective Chief Inspector Alan Edwards 
said: “GHB is Em extremely dangerous sub- 
stEmce with sedative Emd Emaesthetic effects. 
We have become increasingly worried about 
the damage this drug is causing not only to 
users, but to local communities which have 
to suffer the Emti-sociEd behaviour of those 
under its influence. 

“There have been at least two suspected 
deaths in Shropshire linked to the use of 
GHB. There have also been a number of 
life-threatening incidents with people being 
admitted to hospital in a critical condition, 
but fortunately eventually recovering.” 

He said GHB had become the drug of 
choice for some users in Shropshire, partic¬ 
ularly in the Oswestry area where histori- 
CEilly there has been a significant problem 
for some yeEirs. 

The main objectives of the operation were 
to disrupt the production and supply of 
GHB in the Oswestry area, to tEirget those 
producing the drug in illicit kitchen “labo¬ 
ratories” and to protect the public.

VISITORS to Val Drury’s house 
might be tempted to greet her 
with an ornithological “Too-wit, 
too-woo”, but Val, of Gatacre 
Avenue, prefers a more tradi¬ 
tional address. 

“Hello,” she says at her door. 
“You’re welcome to have a look at 
my owls if you want”. 

Val’s home is a veritable shrine 
to the bird; she has hundreds of 
them — none of them real — but 
all of them with an eye trained on 
their latest visitor. 

In her garden are huge wooden 
carvings of owls, owls fashioned 
into an iron gate, another into a 
bench. Her doorstep is engraved 
with owls, and inside her house 
are owl ornaments, figurines, 
paintings drawings, nests of 
tables, a clock — all owl related. 

Even Val’s loo seat has a pic¬ 
ture of an owl on it. “Winking”, 
she says as she illustrates the 
most intimate end of her collec¬ 
tion. 

“I bought some ornaments 
when I was on honeymoon 36 
years ago and it’s gone from 
there. I’ve never thrown any 
away. 

“I’m just an owl freak,” she 
adds with a smile. “I’ve got hun¬ 
dreds.” 

Owl’s about that . . . Has she 
ever considered having a real 
one? 

“No — apparently they stink,” 
she says. “And I’ve not got the 
space.” 

Val is, however, about to get up 
close and personal with her best 
feathered friends. 

“I’m going on an owl experi¬ 
ence where six of them land on 
your arm.”

Talking of experiences, if Gat¬ 
acre Avenue and its adjoining 
road, Gittin Street, is famous for 
one thing, it’s the allotments: 
row upon row of plots, row upon 
row of people tilling them. It’s 
like a community unto itself, a 
spectacle of grow-your-own gar¬ 
deners digging for vegetable vic¬ 
tory. 

The allotments are managed 
by local gardening legend Pip 
Pritchard who says: “I’ve been 
doing the allotments for more 
than 30 years — it keeps you fit. 

“We’ve got a big waiting list, 
people are ringing up all the time 
for one. People like to grow their 
own these days. You can’t beat the 
taste of your own veg — they’ve 
got that manure taste to them! 

“People of all walks of life come 


here and what I like is mixing 
with the lads and ladies and hav¬ 
ing a laugh and a joke - even with 
the serious ones.” 

Morris Roberts wheels a bar- 
row of dung and says: “I’m just 
putting some muck in ready for 
putting my potatoes in. It’s good 
muck... old muck... proper stuff 
from the ‘back-end’. Peas and 
potatoes are very greedy — they 
love it!” 

At the end of the street is Gat¬ 
acre playing fields — and beyond 
a preserved Iron Age hill fort. 
Now, there can’t be many streets 
that have one of those at the end 
as a feature. 

The fields are popular among 
footballers and cricketers and in 
the adjacent pavilion community 


room, caretaker Pamela Lewis, 
of Gatacre Avenue, is checking 
the building after reports 
overnight of vandalism. 

She finds a plastic drainpipe 
has been torn off the wall and left 
on the ground, and says it’s not 
the first time. 

“We’ve had two fires here — 
five years ago someone set fire to 
a gas cannister up the wall and 
about three years ago someone 
threw a brick through the win¬ 
dow and set fire to the curtains,” 
she says. 

“But it’s not really bad. I’ve 
lived here 37 years and people are 
good neighbours, they all look 
after each other. We don’t live in 
each other’s houses, but we know 
each other and look after people’s 
houses if they are away.” 

The field, and the hill fort 
beyond, is like the Crufts show 
ring. All day, dogs and their own¬ 
ers take to the grass, nose to the 
ground. Next up is Kaz Stephen¬ 
son and her Staffie Floyd. 
“Because he’s pink - Pink 
Floyd,” says Kaz. “He’s a real 
character in the street - everyone 


knows him. I’ve got two Staffies 
but I have to take walk them sep¬ 
arately because they are too 
strong—both of them and they’d 
have me over.” 

Kaz grew up round these parts 
and recalls how ten years ago a 
herd of cows broke lose in the 
street. “The were stampeding 
down the street like they were 
going shopping,” says Kaz. 


There are more unusual sight¬ 
ings in Gatacre. It’s a hotspot for 
UFOs, or at least sightings of 
them, apparently. 

“There was a picture taken of a 
UFO over the allotments this 
year,” Kaz continues. “I believe 
in them. We saw quite a lot of 
lights come over one night, in for¬ 
mation with green lights going 
around them.” 


Police to 
buy 100 
alarms 
for sheds 

OSWESTRY POLICE have 
received funding to buy 100 
shed alarms to help deter 
burglars on the lookout for 
garden tools and machinery. 

Sergeant Andy Pugh 
applied to the West Mercia 
Police community fund for a 
grant to buy alarms for some 
of the most vulnerable peo¬ 
ple in the area. 

He said: “Oswestry has 
sporadically over the last 
couple of years suffered from 
burglaries where gardening 
tools and electrical items 
have been stolen. Equally, 
we have had success in 
putting the offenders before 
the court and we want to 
maintain that momentum. ” 

Sergeant Pugh said he 
asked community support 
officers in the area to iden¬ 
tify people considered to be 
the most vulnerable. 

“Thanks to the police 
authority, we now have 100 
alarms which we can supply 
and where necessary, set up. 
Clearly, there are not 
enough to supply everyone 
but there are sufficient to 
make a real difference. 

“They retail at just over 
£5 each, no wiring is 
required and they are very 
effective.” 

The alarms are also being 
promoted to farmers while 
PC Simon Clarke is showing 
them to Rural Watch mem¬ 
bers and allotment groups. 

Sergeant Pugh said the 
police authority had also 
provided funding for 30

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Council is 
listening 
to voice 
of youth 

TOWN COUNCILLORS in 
Oswestry are working with 
young people across the 
town. 

It is part of the council’s 
response to the Govern¬ 
ment’s “Localism” Bill, 
which urges authorities to do 
more to engage with people. 

Council officers are 
revamping their website, 
while a new Twitter site lets 
people have their say. 

But the council is also con¬ 
centrating on getting more 
young people involved in 
local democracy. It has 
relaunched its young coun¬ 
cil, with members from local 
schools, and has given it a 
budget which members will 
decide how to use. 

And the town’s markets 
manager David Clough has 
joined the Marches School 
and Technology College 
business forum. 

He said: “Last year 
Oswestry Town Council 
gave the Marches pupils the 
opportunity to design a new 
market leaflet and to sell 
their products on the mar¬ 
ket. I heard at the last busi¬ 
ness forum that pupils had 
raised more than £300 for 
charity by selling Christmas 
decorations on a stall.” 

He added: “It is hoped 
that the market and the 
school will work together 
this year to develop the 
pupils’ social and retail skills 
by using the market as an 
outlet for their Business 
Enterprise work.” 

Mr Clough said the coun¬ 
cil was also working with 
students at Walford and 
North Shropshire College. 
There was interest from the 
college in having stalls at 
certain times of the year. 


Summer opening planned 
for town's health village 


OSWESTRY’S LONG-AWAITED health village should be open for 
patients by early summer. The first phase of the project, that has been 
in the pipeline for about five years, will provide several vital services 
close to the town centre. 


These will include X-ray and plastering, meaning patients will not have to travel to 
Shrewsbury or Wrexham for emergency treatment after an accident. 

North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson has been chairing a series of meetings with health 

providers and local authorities since 
the need for more localised health care 
was raised during the campaign to 
save Oswestry’s maternity services. 

The MP said he was delighted that 
phase one of the ambitious project was 
due to be completed in June. 

Mr Paterson said: “I was delighted 
to hear that the end is in sight for 
Phase One of the project and that peo¬ 
ple from Oswestry and the surround¬ 
ing areas will be able to access so many 
vital services in the town. 

“They include X-ray and plastering 
which has always been a big thing and 
often meant young children having to 
suffer the journey to hospital in 
Shrewsbury or Wrexham to be 
treated. 

Improvement 

“But there will also be a wide range 
of other services too, far in excess of 
what was envisaged when our long 
series of health meetings was 
started.” 

Mr Paterson added: “This will be an 
enormous improvement for Oswestry 
area patients.” 

But Mr Paterson said the new facil¬ 
ities could have been opened earlier if 
there had not been objections to the 
original scheme, which meant a new 
site had to be found. 

“Oswestry Borough Council did 
very well to find the new site in the for¬ 
mer Cambrian Railway buildings,” he 
said. 

Originally it had been planned to 
build the health village facility on a 
five-acre site near the town centre. 

That plan was shelved when protes¬ 
tors had it registered as a village 
green.

water row 
villages in 
plea to hip 

on charges 

RESIDENTS OF two villages at the centre of a 
split over water charges have called on their 
MP to take the issue to Parliament. 

The villages of Weston Rhyn and St Martins are on the 
border of the boundaries for water companies Severn Trent 
and Welsh Water. 

Those who have their sewage disposed of by Welsh Water 
- even though they pay their bills to Severn Trent - have to 
pay up to £150 more in charges, which they say is unfair. 

And they claim the problems there have been with flood¬ 
ing and sewage, particularly in St Martins, is adding insult 
to injury. 

Campaign 

Now Weston Rhyn Parish Council is taking up the cam¬ 
paign for the extra costs to be shared between everyone. 

Parish councillor Bill Jenkins, who lives in St Martins, 
explained the issue at a meeting of Weston Rhyn Parish 
Council. 

He said: “The vast majority of people in Weston Rhyn 
have Welsh Water bills and some residents in St Martins, 
including me, say they have to pay an extra standing 
charge. 

“Although our bills are paid to Severn Trent the sewage 
is disposed of by Welsh Water and so we pay about £150 
more a year. 

“I can’t understand it. The sewage all goes down the 
same pipes.” 

Weston Rhyn Parish Council has agreed to write to North 
Shropshire MP Owen Paterson to ask him he take the mat¬ 
ter up in Parliament. 

The anomaly is already being highlighted by pressure 
group the 3 Parish Water Forum. It has organised a public 
meeting to be held in the St Martins Centre in St Martins 
on May 17. 

Victoria Whittal-Williams, a spokesman for Dwr Cymru 
Welsh Water, said: “Our charges may be higher than other 
water companies because we serve a very large geographi¬ 
cal area with a relatively small population.” 

She added: “All of this is reflected in the level of bills 
charged to customers, which are set by the water industry 
regulator Ofwat.”

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Finding cause of 
allergy is tricky— 
but worthwhile

DIETARY allergies and intolerances seem to be surpris¬ 
ingly common in pet animals, but the symptoms can vary 
between entirely gastrointestinal signs such as vomiting 
and diarrhoea, and entirely dermatological signs including 
skin redness and itchiness. 

Some animals will have a mixture of both upset tummy and 
itchy skin. But how do you know if your pet’s food is the source 
of its problems, and what can be done to help if dietary allergy 
or intolerance is suspected? 

Just changing their diet from one commercial brand to 
another is unlikely to help. It’s not a food that they’re allergic 
to but an ingredient or combination of ingredients. In particu¬ 
lar, although intolerances can occur to a variety of ingredients 
including sugars like lactose, fats and certain additives and 
preservatives, true allergies are directed at the proteins in the 
food, and there can be a range of different proteins used in the 
manufacture of a pet food. 

Allergies don’t necessarily manifest at a moment of change. 
There has to be a period of exposure to an ingredient before 
allergy develops. 

Blood testing and skin testing are notoriously unhelpful in 
investigating food allergies. So what is usually required to 
investigate dietary allergy is a food trial using either an exclu¬ 
sion diet, or a hydrolysed diet. 

The important thing is to restrict the pet’s food intake to the 
prescribed food only, for six to twelve weeks, ensuring no oppor¬ 
tunistic consumption of other foods during the trial. Improve¬ 
ment of symptoms during the trial is then highly suggestive of 
a dietary allergic cause. But that’s only the start - the trick then 
is to test the response to single proteins offered one at a time.

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Taking note of car with attitude 



TELLING FRIENDS and colleagues that I 
have been driving a diesel Volvo estate 
would normally bring an end to the con¬ 
versation. 

But this week I’ve been waxing on about 
the XC70 D5 AWD and most have been sit¬ 
ting up to take note - because this is a Volvo 
with real attitude. 

Volvo’s image of the sensible and practical 
estate has flown out of the window with this 
arrival - the latest generation of the V70 
Cross Country estate fitted with the refined 
D5 diesel engine. 

The Cross Country has already ham¬ 
mered the opposition in the large estate 
market but this model really ups the stakes 
and has Land Rover Discovery and Hyundai 
Santa Fe firmly in sight. 

The D5 diesel is mated to a Geartronic 
automatic box and the 2.4-litre all alu¬ 
minium five-cylinder engine produces 
185bhp instead of the 163bhp that the old 
D5 managed thanks to new turbochargers, 
fuel injectors and engine management soft¬ 
ware. 


It’s also Euro IV compliant. This is a diesel 
that revs like a petrol and sounds like one too 
and produces 37.2mpg on the combined 
cycle. 

This Volvo sprints to 60mph in 9.5 seconds 
and has a top speed of 130mph and offers 
impressive off-road capabilities too. 

The car looks racier too. There’s a bigger 
large mesh grille similar to the XC90 with a 
bright frame and a dark silver inner, com¬ 
plementing front and rear skid plates. 

The cabin has been spruced up with a 
revised aluminium trim and a Californian 
walnut finish. 

New generation Volvo front seats are also 
fitted. Height adjustment goes up by 12mm, 
the head restraints are slimmer and the 
adjustment controls are easier to fathom 
and smoother to operate. 

The test car had heated driver and pas¬ 
senger seats, rain sensing windscreen 
wipers and a headlamp wash wipe system. 

The ride is a bit on the choppy side around 
town, but things improve at higher speeds, 
where body sway is reasonably well con¬ 
tained. 

Who is going to buy this model? The D5 
makes sense if pulling a horse trailer or liv¬ 
ing on country tracks but can never be 
described as an off-roader. But I did like the 
four-wheel drive system and hill descent sys¬ 
tem. 

The XC70 maintains Volvo’s well- 
deserved reputation for safety. The com-

pany’s anti-whiplash and side-impact pro¬ 
tection systems are standard across the 
range, and traction control is fitted as stan¬ 
dard.

THERE’S little room for sentimen¬ 
tality in the motoring business. 

Your average buyer may get all misty- 
eyed when recalling their first car, but 
snap back to reality and there are few 
people willing to spend their hard- 
earned on a nostalgia trip. 

It is this harsh reality that faces the 
MG6, the first offering from the rejuve¬ 
nated MG Motor Company. 

The previous few years have seen the 
development of the business and its 
facilities alongside limited production of 
the MG TF. But now it is back with a 
new product. 

The MG6 is a mid-sized hatch that sits 
between the traditional C and D seg¬ 
ments - think Ford Focus and Mondeo - 
handily priced near the former but with 
space approaching the latter. 

It’s certainly an attractive car on first 
meeting. This is a modern exterior 
design, and stands up well to rivals. 

Climb inside and there is an immedi¬ 
ate feeling of space. With a crucial extra 
few centimetres over the standard C- 
segment template the MG6 offers a little 
bit more, although this is somewhat 
tempered by the choice of dark colours 
for the cabin finishes. The dashboard 
layout is broadly conventional with clear 
instruments and a centre stack carrying 
all the major controls.

Equipment levels are certainly above 
standard, with the top-spec TSE models 
getting satellite navigation, climate con¬ 
trol, Bluetooth and a reversing camera 
as standard. Even the entry-level S 
model is well kitted-out, giving the MG6 
a large dose of showroom appeal. 

At launch the engine range is limited 
to a 1.8-litre turbocharged petrol unit 
producing 158bhp, and while some will 
be searching in vain for a diesel option 
from the start, the petrol does have a lot 
going for it. 

Performance 

The 1.8-litre unit is matched to a five- 
speed manual gearbox driving the front 
wheels and, in keeping with the sporting 
edge to the MG brand, it gives the MG6 
a strong turn of speed. 

With a 0-62mph sprint time of 8.4 sec¬ 
onds it is comfortably rapid if not hot- 
hatch quick, but on a suitable stretch of 
road it has more than enough power to 
make the journey interesting. 

Driven in a more sedate fashion it is 
respectably refined, but when stretched 
to deliver maximum performance noise 
levels do increase. 

That will be of little relevance, how¬ 
ever, when the first bend looms in the 


windscreen, because the MG6 is cer¬ 
tainly worthy of its well-known badge 
thanks to the responsive and able steer¬ 
ing and suspension. 

Initially the steering is surprisingly 
heavy, but after a few miles it becomes 
clear this is merely a reflection of the 
accuracy and consistency it offers. And 
when the conditions are just right, the 
MG6 thrives on challenging bends and 
demanding conditions. 

Stack the MG’s overall performance 
against its rivals and the results are 
something of a mixed bag. On paper the 
top speed and acceleration are par for the 
course: by limiting the MG6 to 120mph 
its insurance grouping is significantly 
lower, contributing to the impressive 
overall figure of 14E. 

The fuel consumption is a fraction 
below average while the emissions are a 
relatively high 184g/km, although both 
of these will be significantly improved 
with the diesel engine to follow. 

More important is the fact that the 
MG6 is spacious, fun to drive and well- 
specified. 

With prices starting at £15,495 for the 
impressive S model it stands fair com¬ 
parison with other high-value brands 
that can’t offer such a good driving expe¬ 
rience. For that reason alone, the MG6 is 
worthy of careful consideration.
